Happy on Halloween 
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Politicians and 
track officials 
'shocked' that Fort 
Erie is left in dark

Its track record should speak 
for itself. 

That's what officials involved 
with the fight to keep the Fort 
Erie Racetrack agreed on at a 
press conference held on 
Wednesday, to respond to the 
Ontario Horse Racing Industry 
Association (OHRIA)'s transi¬ 
tion panel's report. 

The 36-page document has 
been anticipated since August, 
before its release on Tuesday 
of this week. 

It is a series of recommen¬ 
dations proposed to the 
Ministry of Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Affairs that the 
three-person panel feels can 
revitalize the struggling horse 
racing industry.

The general consensus 
from officials such as Fort 
Erie Live Racing Consortium 
(FELRC) chief executive offi¬ 
cer Jim Thibert, mayor Doug 
Martin, Niagara Falls mem¬ 
ber of provincial parliament 
Kim Craitor and other senior 
staff at the hack, is that Fort 
Erie has been "thrown under 
the bus" and that the model 
the 115-year-old historic 
oval has operated under for 
the last three years should 
be seen as a leading exam¬ 
ple. 

Thibert said he agrees 
with "99.9 per cent" of the 
recommendations, but is 
not satisfied with the sug¬ 
gestion that Fort Erie should 
be cut to 30 race dates per 
season, compared to the 
normal 78, saying it simply is

not viable. 

It is also mentioned in the 
report, that Fort Erie's racing 
operations could be moved 
to Ajax-Downs racetrack. 

He said the last three years 
at the Fort Erie Racetrack is 
proof that there is a growing 
market in the area, consist¬ 
ing of old and new racing 

"We have been consistent¬ 
ly growing every year," said 
Thibert at the press confer- 



"We not only survive, we 
thrive," he added. 

Thibert also feels that the 
Fort Erie Racetrack has 
already been operating very 
close to the format that the 
panel recommends for the 
entire industry, relying less 
on slot revenues and focus¬ 
ing more on the consumer. 
In April, the Ontario Lottery 
and Gaming Corporation 
ended the slots-at-racetrack 
program. 

"We epitomized the ideals 
of that goal," said Thibert. 

Across the industry in 
Ontario, tracks have an aver¬ 
age dependence on slot 
money for race purses of 63 
per cent. 

Fort Erie only committed 
48 per cent of funds gener¬ 
ated by slots to go toward 
prize money. 

"So, upon review and close 
critical evaluation of the 
final report it is perplexing 
to wonder why the panel has 
decided that the Fort Erie 
race business is dead." 

But the track isn't totally a 
write-off yet. 

A public investor could 
come aboard to develop the 


338 acre piece of property 
into a major destination 
attraction, but Thibert says a 
buyer is not essential to keep 
the track open for racing. 

"That goal would yield 
more traffic on-site and 
additional reasons for con¬ 
sumers and tourists to attend 
the track and patronize Fort 
Erie," said Thibert. 

Another source of income 
for the racetrack would be a 
sports book betting feature, 
where gamblers can place 
bets on individual sports 
games taking place in the 
National Football League or 
National Hockey League and 
other professional circuits. 

This was an idea brought 
forward originally by Craitor, 
who is seeking federal sup¬ 
port with die help of 
Conservative member of 
parliament Rob Nicholson. 

This potential feature is 
mentioned as a possibility 
across all of Canada, but 
since it was first introduced 
as a potential direction for 
the local track, Craitor feels 
it should remain that way. 

"Fort Erie should be the 
pilot project,” he said. 


"It would be a great addi¬ 
tion, from a business per¬ 
spective," said Craitor. 

Mayor Doug Martin was 
also highly critical of the rec¬ 
ommendation to move the 
local operations to Ajax- 
Downs. 

Although Martin feels 
Craitor, as the local repre¬ 
sentative for the province, 
has worked hard at finding a 
solution for the historic oval, 
the government as a whole 
has not provided much good 
news for Fort Erie in recent 

"After all they've done to 
us, I thought this would be a 
chance to redeem what 
they've done in the past," 
said Martin. 

Local representatives and 
track officials were included 
in a series of interviews with 
panel members about the 
future of the Fort Erie 
Racetrack, but Martin was 
shocked to learn when he 
read the report, that a sec¬ 
ond wave of interviews were 
held and they were not 
included. There's still a lot 
more to say, he feels. 

"It's incumbent on them 


to bring this back to the 
table," said Martin. 

Craitor is not impressed 
with the report and its rec¬ 
ommendations for the local 
historic track. 

"I was absolutely shocked, 
this is not what I expected to 
see," said Craitor. 

Although he agrees with 
the three-person panel con¬ 
sisting of one member from 
each major political party in 
the province, this is out¬ 
weighed with his disap¬ 
pointment in the suggestion 
that Fort Erie's operations 
could be taken over at Ajax- 
Downs. 

"The report screwed up 
when it talked about Fort 
Erie," said Craitor. 

Craitor says he will be 
approaching his colleagues 
at Queen's Park from other 
parties that have been sup¬ 
porters of the industry and 
the Fort Erie Racetrack spe¬ 
cifically to help him come 
up with a way to work toward 
a solution. 

The FELRC hopes to re¬ 
open discussions with the 
panel, Thibert said at the 
press conference.

Once Canadian Niagara 
Power (CNP) made sure its 
local service territory was 
in the clear after Monday's 


stormy weather, it became 
time to provide assistance 
where it is greatly needed. 

Four local line mechan¬ 
ics and another two from 
Cornwall are currently 
assisting with the Central 
Hudson Gas and Electric 


Company to restore ser¬ 
vice, about 20 miles south 
of Albany, N.Y. 

They are six of about 700 
crew members working 
around the clock to help 
get life back to normal 
after Hurricane Sandy, a 
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severe weather event that 
has caused major damage 
along the U.S. east coast. 

When the men departed 
on Wednesday afternoon 
from CNP headquarters in 
Fort Erie, 103,000 of the 
300,000 customers served 
by the Upstate New York 
Company were without 

P When CNP chief execu¬ 
tive officer and president 
Bill Daley spoke to their 
representatives after the 
storm, it was obvious they 
needed help. 

"The message to me was 
quite simple... send every¬ 
body you can," said Daley 
when meeting with the 
Fort Erie Times on 
Wednesday. 

Fortis Ontario, based out 
of Newfoundland, is the 
parent company of CNP. 
Daley said there is an 
ongoing process that will 
make the Hudson Company 
a sister-utility of CNP, once 
it is acquired by Fortis 
once a transaction is com¬ 
pleted. 

"We're already getting to

'A culture of respect' goes a lot further than bullying, says reader 


Dear Editor, 


The most humbling roles 
that I have in life is a parent. 
I see my own personal limi¬ 
tations and shortcomings 
mirrored back to me through 
my children in how they 
handle life's challenges. 
Over the last few weeks it 
has come to light that my 
daughter has been the target 
of bullying at school. As our 
family has been dealing with 
this, my husband and I have 
been grappling with the role 
that we have played in this. 

We have tried to teach our 
children that “Standing back 
and allowing bullying to 


occur is no different than 
being a bully yourself” My 
daughter’s classmates stood 
back, and allowed things to 
unfold because they were 
afraid to become a target 
themselves. The number of 
"bystanders” has been the 
hard for me to deal with. As 
I’ve been looking in the mir¬ 
ror, I’ve realized that I have 
been doing the same thing 
by choosing to disengage 
from many local political 
conversations. I haven’t 
wanted to become a target 
myself and I have been a 
bystander. I have only been 
teaching my own children 
through my words - and not 
my actions. To everyone who 


has been a “target” I am 

Our natural reaction when 
we hear about bullying is to 
blame the bully. What we 
forget though, is that bullies 
are often are hurt individu¬ 
als - who are frustrated - 
who feel that they have not 
been heard - and have hit 
the point where they stop 
seeing the humanity in 
another person. The litde 
girl who was bullying my 
daughter is a good child - 
with parents who love her - 
and the capacity to be a great 
citizen of our Town. She took 
the steps to "make right” the 
hurt that she caused. It takes 
courage to say "I am sorry I 


hurt you - please forgive 
me.” That little girl has 
helped me to start seeing 
those who occur as “bullies” 
to me differendy. She has 
helped remember that they 
are individuals who care 
deeply about their commu¬ 
nity who are frustrated and 
do want to make a differ¬ 
ence. I get that I need to 
stand for their greatness, 
rather than blame them. 

I appreciate the anger that 
happens when we see peo¬ 
ple we care about hurt 
because of political deci¬ 
sions - I’ve felt it. I confess to 
experiencing moments of 
rage as I have watched peo¬ 
ple I care about suffer. I have 


felt "justified” in losing my 
temper when I have felt 
powerless. In those moments 
though, I have chosen to 
ignore the fact that the 
Politicians and Bureaucrats 
responsible for those deci¬ 
sions are human beings. I 
need to do a better job 
remembering that they are 
someone else’s parent, 
spouse and child and have 
my words honour that. 

If there is one thing that I 
know, it is that Fort Erie is a 
passionate, caring commu¬ 
nity - that wants to leave a 
wonderful future for our 
kids. Our kids are watching 
and learning from how we 
handle everything - good 


and bad. I really believe that 
we will start to have less con¬ 
versations about "bullying 
in our schools” if we are 
committed to "creating a 
culture of respect” in our 
Town. I’m seeing more and 
more where I am failing at 
doing what is needed to cre¬ 
ate that culture, and for the 
sake of every child in Fort 
Erie - I am committed to 
doing better.

Craitor doesn't want 
Fort Erie to become 
part of Welland riding

Kim Craitor says Fort Erie should 
remain right where it is, when it 
comes to its electoral boundary. 

On Monday, Fort Erie's member of 
provincial parliament spoke before 
the Federal Commission on 
Redistribution on Electoral Districts 
to counter a proposed change that 
may result in Fort Erie no longer 
being part of the Niagara Falls riding 
and become part of Welland's. 

The idea of shuffling ridings comes 
from the suggestion that represented 
areas are too large and Craitor says 
this issue should be dealt with not 
only based on statistics and figures. 

"Don't just talk about numbers, it's 
about people," said Craitor. 

"This is about people getting the 
best possible representation," he 
added. 

He used the War of 1812 bicenten¬ 
nial celebrations as an example, say¬ 
ing that much of the funding provided 
through government grants would 
not have been as easily distributed if 
Fort Erie, Niagara Falls and Niagara- 
on-the-Lake were not part of the 
same riding since these municipali¬ 
ties are leaders in Niagara, relating to 
the historic celebration. 

"It's the three communities that 


have that relationship, that justifies 
that kind of funding," said Craitor. 

Having three international bridges 
in the current Niagara Falls riding, 
also makes dealing with border issues 
much easier, he said. 

"As the member here, I'm able to 
talk to both commissions," said 
Craitor. 

Craitor estimated that if these 
changes are made, about 80 new 
members of parliament positions will 
be created across the country and 15 
for members of provincial parliament 
in Ontario. 

"They're redesigning it based on 
numbers.... we need to look at how 
we can best-serve the communities," 
said Craitor. 

The Greater Fort Erie Chamber of 
Commerce has started a petition in 
support of Craitor's recommenda¬ 
tion, to leave Fort Erie in the Niagara 
falls riding. 

Over 500 signatures have been col¬ 
lected to date and president Dean 
Demizio hopes this number will grow 
when the public becomes more 

"We really want to get the word out 
there," he said.

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Fort Erie tops ombudsman's 
gripe list 


Complaints to Ontario's 
ombudsman against Fort 
Erie piled up between April 
2011 and August 2012. 

The town received 15 com¬ 
plaints in that time frame, 
more than any other munici¬ 
pality covered by Ontario 
Ombudsman Andre Marin’s 
office, according to his annu¬ 
al report. His investigations 
into the complaints found 
two violations on the town’s 

Those were the result of 
council meeting twice 
behind closed doors in April 
and May with the Fort Erie 
Economic Development and 
Tourism Corp. The ombuds¬ 
man said those meetings 
occurred without public 
notice and violated Ontario’s 
open meeting rules. 

Marin’s report chides town 
council for engaging in 
"improper closed meetings” 
with the economic develop¬ 
ment corporation. 

“If a third party invites 
council, local board or com¬ 
mittee members to attend a 
private meeting, the munici¬ 
pal officials may still be 
required to comply with the 
open- meeting rules,” the 
report reads. 

But Fort Erie Mayor Doug 
Martin said the town has 
been cleared of the vast 
majority of the complaints. 
He said the ombudsman did 
chide town council for men¬
